MOVING AHEAD|"! 


TERRA BELLA, June 6 — Pro- 
osed contract between the Terra 
ella Irrigation district and the 

U.S. department of the interior, 
bureau of reclamation, for interest- 
free financing of an expansion pro- 
gram within the Terra Bella dis- 
trict, is now in what directors hope 
is final form, and is moving through 
the necessary government chan- 
nels. 

The contract calls for a $3,570,- 
000 federal loan, over a 40-year 
period without interest, to finance 
construction of a water distribu- 
tion system within the district 
that would bring 5,600 acres of dis- 
rict-owned land, plus 2,000 acres 
of privately owned land, under ir- 
rigation. 

Present contract between the 
district and the federal govern- 
ment is the result of a long period 
of negotiation; a resolution mak- 
ing minor changes in the contract 
has been passed by directors of the 
Terra Bella district, however, it is 
not expected that this resolution 
will delay action.

For Father's Day
